Those  who  are  Just  beginning  to 
learn  French  are  taking  the  Mon¬ 
day  night  class,  and  those  who  have 
learned  some  French  are  taking  the 
Tuesday  night  class. 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  practi¬ 
cal  use  of  French  rather  than  on 
French  grammar.  Several  students 
in  her  class  have  been  to  France 
as  G.  I.s  or  tourists.
